Accepted manuscripts will be published with the understanding that the author(s) will pay a charge of $65 per printed page. Under exceptional circumstances, when no source 
of grant or other support exists. the author(s) may apply to Dr. Carlo M. Croce, Editor-in-Chief, at the time of submission, for a waiver of the page charges. All such applications 
must be countersigned by an appropriate institutional official stating that no funds are available for the payment of page charges
